WASHINGTON, Novy. 15.—The prose- 
cution rested its case in the trial of Mrs. 
Annie M. Bradley, charged with the

‘had. become irresponsible at the time 
she shot the ex-Senator, and that she 
shot him only after he had rushed at 
her, cursing her. The court adjourned 
to Monday, when testimony for the de- 
fense will be heard. 

Mrs. Bradley preceded both Judge 
Stafford and the jury in the courtroom 
and thus obtained a few moments of 
crivate conversation with her counsel, 
Judge Powers, to whom she seems to 
turn instinctively in every emergency. 
She was again dressed in black, which 
was relieved only by a tracing of white 
ruching around the neck. 

Police Matron Testifies. 

The first witness of the day was Mrs. 
Marilla Thornberg, matron of Police 
Siation No. 1, where Mrs. Bradley was 
taken immediately after the tragedy. 
She told of a visit to the prisoner by 
United States Senator Sutheriand, whose 
conversation was not heard by the wit- 
ness, and also of a visit by Detective 
Grant of the local police force. 

She said she had heard the detective 
tell Mrs. Bradley that anything she 
might say would be used against her. 
Mrs. Bradley had freely consented to 
talk and no difficulty had been experi- 


88 jienced by the detective in procuring a 


statement from her. 
Lieut. Hartley of the police force’ cor- 
roborated Mrs. Thornberg’s testimony 


concerning the visit of Mr. Grant and 


his warning, but he said that Mrs. Brad- 


ley had told the detecttive she did not 


wish to make a statement. 
Her Alleged Confession. 

After further testimony to pave the 
way for Detective Grant’s statement, he 
was called to the stand, but before he 
could proceed Mr. Hoover made objec- 
tion on the ground that Mrs. Bradicy’s 
statement to the detective was not vol- 
‘untary and therefore not admissible. 
Judge Stafford decided, however, that it 
was proper, and Grant proceeded. He 
said: 

‘“‘Mrs. Bradley told me that she was a 
companion of Mr. Brown; that she had 





children by him. 
came to shoot him, but she would not |! 
answer that. I asked her if she had 
brought the pistol with ner in a red bag. 
She said she had not acted on impuse, 
but nad theught over the deed for a long 
time and had made up her mind that if 
Mr. Brown did not do right by her, she 
was going to kill him.” 

Judge Powers announced after ad- 
journment that Mrs. Bradley would take 
the stand probably about the middle of 
next week, 

Attorney Hoover made an unavalling 
effort to exclude this testimony and then 
put Grant through a grilling cross-ex- 
amination. 

Grant’s story had an appreciable effect 
upon Mrs. Bradley. She dropped her 
eyes as he quoted her words and became 
nervous. 

Officer Lamb, who arrested Mrs. Brad- 
ley, testified she told him that she had 
carried the revolver a long time. 

Dr. White of the Emergency Hospital, 
who operated upon Brown, described his 
treatment and Brown’s death. 

Then the scene shifted to the West. 

Deetor Tells cf Threat, 

Dr. Albert S. Kelly of Salt Lake told 
of meeting Mrs. Bradley in Salt Lake 
City last summer. 

“She said if Brown did not acknow!- 





she would kill him,” testified Kelly. “I 
advised her not to do it, but she said, 
‘l’s] have to do it. If he does not I will 
shoot him. I don’t want his money. I 
want him.’ 

“T told her not to kill Brown, and that 
her children were handicapped enough.”

MRS, BRADLEY PREFERS THE 
DEATH PENALTY TO PRISON 


BY NIXOLA GREELEY-SMITH., 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—After two 
days’ tedious sifting, 12 men have been 
chosen to try Annie M. Bradley for the 
murder of Arthur Brown. 

They are all men of a humble Wash- 
ington workaday class, husbands and 
fathers of families who, the defense 
hopes, will set the little woman on trial 
free. They are sober, elderly men—some 
of them as old as Arthur Brown, who in 
sixty odd years of life found time to 
marry two women, become involved in 
a serious love affair with Mrs. Brad- 
ley, and finally desert her to betroth 
himself to another and much older wom- 
an, Mrs. Annie C. Adams.

Robert D. Lewis, general manager of 
the plant, said Friday that he did not 
blame Mr. Allen for this, as Mr. Allen 
had aided the company all he could in 
the present financial stringency. 

“T can't see that anyone is to blame,”’ 
Mr. Lewis said. “Mr. Allen can’t ac- 
cept checks unless he knows they wiil 
be cashed. I have been getting enough 
money from different bankers to buy 
some stamps, but ff have been falling 
behind and the stock has been accumu- 
lating until I thought it best to close 
for a day. 

Business Is Good. 

“T explained the situation to the men. 
The business is all I could ask, and if 
we had the stamps there wouldn’t be 
a pound of tobacco in the plant.

We have watched with keenest in- 
terest the efforts «° the’ authorities to 
regulate the consumption of our proa- 
uct,” said Mr. Busch to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, ‘‘because ne one can be 
more ‘interested than we are in the suc- 
cess of those efforts. After several years 
of experiment, statistics show that th: 
success has been indifferent, to say the 
least. 

“We have no word of criticism for the 
authorities, but it must be plain to ev- 
ery observer that in our city the hw 
has done little to curtail] the number of 
saloons and not enough to eliminate the 
objectionable ones. 

“The enforcement of the Sunday law 
has created, if anything, a new evil, 
and provisions for the rest of the week 
are ineffective in many respects. 

“It appears to be accepted that brew- 
ers are opposed to intelligent regulation. 
This is far from the truth. But for the 
law’s stringent inhibition against a]l un- 
derstandings, we might long age have 
provided measures far more effective 
than the law supplies. 

Interested in Purchaser. 

“Generally speaking, a producer is not 
interested in the character of the pur- 
chaser, provided he pays. This is not 
true of us, because the character of our 
customer is second only to the charac- 
ter of our product, and brewers bave 
done far more for the integrity of the 
trade than is known. LBut we are pre- 
pared to go farther. 

“Recognizing that the law is slow. we 
are prepared at any cost to co-operate 
You may ask why 
we did not make this offer earlier., Qur 
answer is because public opinion was 
not ripe to give us intelligent support. 
All of us have been Kept back by false 
competition. A stand surrendered by one 
would be taken up by- another, in obe- 
dience to the law’s false notion of com- 
petition.

Praise for Ball Player. 


Nowadays the professional baseball 
player is about as intelligent a man as 
one finds in any other walk of life in 
which brains are essential. The player 
knows that the club owner must prosper 

if he is to get his’ salary. He also 
knows that the more money a club- 
owner makes ine more liberal will be 
his pay. I have great faith in the mod- 
jern baseball player. 

Many players have been good enough 
to say that I am regarded as their 
friend. I was largely instrumental in 
getting 60 per cent instead of 40 per cent 
for the men as their share of the first 
four games of the World series. Action 
of this kind upon the part of the 
national commission was taken after it 
had been suggested «~ the writer that 
the players get that division in Chi- 
cago tm the fall of 1905, when the Cubs 
and Sox played for the city champion- 
ship. Subsequently the rules of the 
world’s championship were amended to 
read 60 per cent to the players instead 
of 40 per cent. 

Last fall | urged that the world series 
be lengthened, so that five games out 
of nine would be necessary to settle the 
title, and I still believe that such a con- 
dition should prevail and that the play- 
ers should share in the first five, ingtead 
of the first four games. It is only rea- 
sonable to suppose that the members of 
the National Commission will agree to 
this change for several reasons. 

So long as the players are satisfied 
there is little danger of an upheaval in 
baseball. The piayers are the ones 
Ywhom the public pays to see. As 
general thing, Mr. Fan cares little for 
the personality of the clubowners. He 

oes out to see the men in uniform. 

here are some notable exceptions to 
this general rule. Personally, I would 
sav that Mr. Comiskey is an exception, 
because I regard my competitor here as 
the most famous man in baseball. 
Must Be Nice. 

As a general proposition, however, the 
players are the men" who draw? the 
crowds. For that reason they deserve 
good treatment and liberal considera- 
tion from the magnates. Any club- 
owner who is not Hbera!l with his men 
cannot, in mv “wg hope to suc- 
ceed very much in baseball. Players 
should get good salaries and as many 
opportunities to earn extra money as 
ean be afforded tnem. That has, and 
always will be, my platform. I don’t 
subscribe much to the spending of 
money in irrelevant social amenities, 
but rather adhere to the plan to keep 
the players satisfied by paying them 
handsomely for their work afield. That 
will, I think, win in the end. 

With the present six months’ contract 
in vogue all club owners in both major 
leagues believe sincerely in a schedule 
of 154 games. Even after that schedule 
has been played out there is ample time 
eft to play a longer series for the chan- 
pilonship of the world or to determine 
supremacy in any city having two 
teams. Players engaged thig fall and 
nearly every autumn for the last four 
or five years in what we call ‘“‘barn- 
storming’ excursions until long after 
Nov. 1. This being the case, the world 
series could be extended to five out of 
nine games and still leave plenty of 
time for playing the present schedule of 
games. 

Why, the remarkable race in the 
American League just closed could have 
gone on for another month almost and 
the various parks in the circuit would 
have been well patronized. Of this there 
is little room to doubt. Perhaps that 
would not have done for the Nationa! 
Leaguc, as the race was not so close. 
but what with the strengthening of 
most of te clubs tn our organization, 
there ts every reason to look for a bet- 
ter race in the future.
